NEW FURNITURE IN 
PATIENTS’ ROOMS 


Many employees did not notice any- 
thing unusual going on in the hospital 
on Tuesday, November 17th and the 
fact that they didn’t is a tribute to our 
Housekeeping Dept. and Engineering 
Dept. 


On Monday, November 16th, the 
housekeeping department was prepared, 
with four extra men on the job, for de- 
livery of new furniture for the patients’ 
rooms. The delivery, however, did not 
take place on Monday but on Tuesday 
when the department was shorthanded. 
Adding to the difficulty, the trailer was 
so large (it couldn’t even go through the 
Lincoln Tunnel), it didn’t fit into our 
loading area, creating extra work for our 
porters who had to unload each piece 
individually and carry it from the truck 
to the sidewalk, up onto the platform 
and to the elevator. Also, arrangements 
had been previously made for the old 
furniture to be picked up on Tuesday; 
therefore, this process was going on si- 
multaneously with the incoming new 
furniture. The different sets of furniture 
had to go through the same procedure, 
only in opposite order, using the same 
elevator, having to be counted, checked 
and rechecked. 


In spite of all these difficulties, includ- 
ing the fact that although they had ex- 
pected the delivery of only 77 pieces, 
they actually received 296 pieces, the 
entire job was completed by 6:00 P.M. 


The new furniture that now graces the 
patient’s room is tan, with a plastic 
wood-grain finish, and colorful chairs 
giving the rooms a more warm and com- 
fortable look than could be achieved 
with the old, slate gray, steel furniture.

BOOK REVIEW 


FROM PRISON TO POWER 


By Emil Lengyel 
Follett Publishing Co.—$6.95 
(Copy in Patient’s Library) 

This is the story of eight men, all 
leaders of their country today and all 
who have spent some time of their lives 
in prison. The lives of Kwame Nkrumah 
- Ghana; Ben Bella - Algeria; Jomo Ken- 
yatta - Kenya; Habib Bourguiba - Tu- 
nisia; Sukarno - Indonesia; Archbishop 
Makarios - Cyprus; Janos Kadar - Hun- 
gary and Wladyslaw Gomulka - Poland; 
are set forth in a concise and very lit- 
erate style. All of these names flash 
across our newspapers daily. However, 
they still seem a mystery to some Amer- 
icans, who mentally place their persons 
and countries in some exotic never, nev- 
er land. The rapidity of events that have 
happened in these lands in recent years 
is apt to confuse and bewilder the av- 
erage tabloid reader. Mr. Lengyel’s sym- 
pathetic and objective account of these 
men places them and their countries in 
a much sharper perspective. 


The new nations that are rising up 
from the colonial heap have definite 
goals, if not definite means to these 
goals, and the men told of in this book 
are the definers of these goals. They 
grew up in their respective countries ob- 
serving the European colonialist with 
their superior knowledge and bearing; 
they also observed how the very things 
that made the European superior to the 
native (namely the democratic way of 
life in the mother country) was purpose- 
ly excluded in the colonies. Thus the 
freedom of expression in England was 
considered tyranny in Kenya. What was 
true of England’s colonial policy, was 
also true of France’s and Holland’s. 
Yet the mother countries did help form 
the character of the new _ leaders. 
They exposed the contrast of life in free 
Europe with the restrictive and unin- 
formed status of the territories. Also, 
from time to time, they clamped these 
native rebels into their penal institutions. 
Prison and what imprisonment contrib- 
uted to forming these insurrectionists is 
the theme of this book. The jails became 
“think tanks,” and nurtured the rebels 
charismatic traits. The prisons also 
helped the native populace to identify 
the cause of freedom and independence 
with the caged “martyr” leaders. They 
provided the hero image needed for any 
effective revolution. 


This is a scholarly book by an author 
well versed in history and gifted with an 
insight on the complexities of current 
events. I am sure it will be enjoyed by 
anyone who is interested in understand- 
ing the political significance of these 
countries and their place in the family 
of nations.

The big day finally arrived. Sally 
Smith, a patient of modest means, en- 
tered the hospital for the elective surgery 
she needed performed. Needless to say, 
this being Sally’s first hospitalization, 
she was somewhat apprehensive and un- 
easy, despite the reassuring words of her 
physician. 


Upon her arrival, in addition to her 
usual personal belongings, she brought 
a newly purchased transistor radio for 
entertainment purposes and distraction 
from her anxiety. 


As was expected, her operation was 
successful. The immediate tension sub- 
sided and relief took its place. Of course, 
Sally was not interested in idle enter- 
tainment her first day post-op. On the 
second day, however, she turned to her 
transistor radio for enjoyment. She did 
the same on the third and fourth day. 
On the fifth day, after leaving her room 
for a short interval, Sally returned and 
noticed that her transistor was missing. 
This upsetting situation left her stunned. 


Sally had two weeks more recuperat- 
ing to do at the hospital. There is no 
doubt she would survive without the 
transistor, but this object did have the 
power of making long monotonous hos- 
pital days shorter. It brought the outside 
world into her small room and music to 
lift her troubled spirit. To the thief, this 
radio might have meant a couple of 
bucks from the hock shop, but to Sally, 
in time of need, it meant considerably 
more. 


Unfortunately, this is not a fictitious 
tale. In fact, such incidents have been 
occurring not only at HSS, but in many 
of the other hospitals around town. It is 
our feeling that it is bad enough to steal 
from someone who is healthy, but surely 
even an indifferent person can see the 
meanness of spirit in stealing from the 
sick. 


We hope that this little story can dem- 
onstrate to our personnel, the impor- 
tance of exercising a watchful eye over 
the belongings of our patients, so that 
while they are hospitalized we can bet- 
ter protect them from the added afflic- 
tion of being the victim of a thief. 
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
